July 1 Deadline for Filing 


Under Illinois 


Secretary of State John W. 
Lewis issued a reminder Friday 
that those persons required to 
file under the Illinois Ethics 
Act must do so by July 1. 

Secretary Lewis said ‘‘the re- 
minder is being issued because 
there have been questions 
raised as to whether filing is 
required in view of a Cook 
County Circuit Court ruling 
April 27 that declared the act 
unconstitutional, The ruling was 
appealed to the Illinois  Su- 
preme Court and that body on 
May 23 stayed execution and 
enforcement of the judgment 
until it can rule on its constitu- 
tionality 

“This means,” the Secretary 
said, ‘‘that filing should be 
made with either the office of 
Secretary of State or with the 
county clerk, whichever is ap- 
propriate. 


Ethics Act 


Persons required to file with 
the Secretary of State under the 
act include members of the IIli- 
nois General Assembly and 
candidates for nomination or 
election to that body, persons 
holding an elected office in the 
executive branch of state gov-

Back State 


Air Control Regulations 


Two members of the Illinois 
Pollution Control Board heard 
testimony Friday at City Hall 
in Granite City concerning pro- 
posed regulations for the con- 
trol of air pollution emissions. 

Samuel T. Lawton Jr. and 
Jacob D. Dumelle, members of 
the IPCB, heard witnesses for 
and against the proposals to 
regulate airborn particulates, 
carbon monoxide, sulfur diox- 
ide, photo chemical oxidants, 
nitrogen dioxide and hydrocar- 
bons. The hearing was the sec- 
ond held by the board, the first 
having been held the day be- 
fore in Chicago. 

Testifying for speedy im- 
plementation of regulations 
were Dr. Reed Sutton, as- 
sistant technical secretary 
of the Granite City Air Pol- 
lution Control Department, 
and Granite City Alderman 
William Dallas of the First 
Ward. Both said high lev- 
els of dust and particulate 
matter in Granite City pose 
a need for immediate relief. 
Testifying against the . pro- 

posed ‘regulations were two 
Shell Oil Co. officials from the 
Wood River refinery who 
claimed that attempting to 
comply with rapidly changing 
pollution standards is equiva- 
lent to “shooting at a moving 
target.” 

R. H, Dreith, manager of 
environmental conservation, 
and W. R. Durland, refin- 
ery superintendent for 
Shell, emphasized that suf- 
ficient regulations now are 
in effect to meet 1975 clean 
air standards and further 
regulations would only im- 
pose a hardship while seek- 
ing the same goal.

The Illinois House approved 
at Springfield Thursday after- 
noon a $788 million state school 
aid budget recommended by 
Governor Richard B. Ogilvie. 
The bill now goes to the Senate. 

While Democrats voted in 
favor of the appropriation and 
a companion measure reflecting 
Republican changes in the 
school aid formula, they failed 
to substitute a formula proposed 
by Michael Bakalis, state sup- 
erintendent of public instruc- 
tion which proposed a $911 mil- 
lion budget. 

Senate Democrats are expect- 
ed to press for a compromise 
on the level of aid between that 
proposed by the governor and 
the total sought by Bakalis. The 
budget approved Thursday is 
$25 million more than was ap-

Tax Time Here Again; 
Payment Starts July 3 


Collection of personal and 
real estate property taxes ex- 
tended in Granite City for the 
1971 tax year will get under 
way Monday, July 3, City 
Treasurer Paul Rutledge an- 
nounced today. 

Rutledge said his office will 
begin mailing this year’s tax 
bills on June 28 and that all of 
the bills will be mailed by 
June 30. 

Collections will 
Rutledge’s office in the city 
hall until Aug. 11 when the 
books will be returned to the 
office of -County Treasurer 
George Musso at Edwardsville. 

Rutledge said he plans to 
assess no penalty on tax bills 
collected locally, since the col- 
lection period here will cover a 
five-weeks period. Earlier, Rut- 
ledge was instructed by the 
county treasurer to collect a 
penalty on all’ taxes still un- 
paid 30 days after collections 
begin. 

Granite Cityans are charged 
this year with payment of 
$11,009,572 in 1971 taxes, an in- 
crease of $1.3 million over last 
year’s billing of $9,678,533. This 
is an increase in the overall 
tax bill of 13.7%.

Needs are met by traweling to 
local high school facilities and 
sharing such facilities when 
time can be arranged with 
school administrators: Office 
space for faculty has been 
generated by reduction in size 
of existing office areas, doub- 
ling up of staff in office areas 
and occupancy of storage 
space.” 


Second Priority 

The sécond priority is $276,- 
258 to remodel the fifth, sixth 
and seventh floors of the SIU 
East St. Louis center, the old 
Broadview Hotel. Additional 
classroom space would be pro- 
vided by the remodeling. 

A request of $4.7 million 
for a fine arts building is 
given sixth priority. The fine 
arts building would bring 
together classrooms, offices, 
studios and clinic areas cur- 
rently scattered in buildings 
on the Southwestern cam- 
pus and in the Wagner com- 
plex five miles from the 
main campus. 

“By bringing the Fine Arts 
Division together in one facility 
the quality of instruction and 
continuity of division activities 
will be enhanced and classroom 
space will be freed for other di- 
visions to consolidate their ac- 
tivities,” the document says. 
“The space currently occupied 
by the Fine Arts Division in 
many instancgs is not suitable 
for the purpdse and . disturbs 
adjacent class areas, creates a 
transportation and parking 
problem and is makeshift in 
nature. 

Labs in Warehouse 

“Labs have been created in 
warehouse space with minimal 
provision for teaching facilities. 
Practice rooms are sandwiched 
between lecture type class 
areas and in some’ instances 
space in circulation areas has 
been.converted to. classroom 
space.” 

Rounding out the first 10 
priorities are requests of 
$2.4 million for expansion of 
the heating and refrigera- 
tion plant (priority #7); 
utilities for the proposed 
physical education building 
at a cost of $650,000 (prior- 
ity #5); $574,465 to plan 
for additional science labor- 
atories (priority #8); $61,- 
278 to plan for Nursing Di- 
vision facilities (priority 
#4); $45,000 to install a 
stand-by pump for the water 
distribution system (priority 
#3); $23,000 for remodeling 
of areas of the Communica- 
tions Building (priority #9); 
and $16,550 for remodeling 
of areas of the Science 
Building (priority #10). 
Other requests include $1.47 

million to provide facilities for 
a University educational tele- 
vision station, buy equipment 
for the station, purchase land 
for ‘a station transmitter site 
and provide utilities at the site. 

Studio facilities already avail- 
able on the Southwestern cam- 
pus are near a level of oper- 
ation for the preparation of 
television programs. Prelimin- 
ary planning has“ taken place 
to assure a location for a trans- 
mitter building and tower to 
adequately serve a substantial 
population in the area around 
SIU-SW.

Broad-Based SIU-SW Instruction 
Aimed at Complex Social Problems 


(Higher education across the 
country is changing rapidly. 
Traditional subject barriers 
are disappearing as univer- 
sities adopt new teaching 
methods to solve emerging 
problems of society. This is 
the second in a series detailing 
some of the changes in educa- 
tion taking place at Southern 
Illinois University - South- 
western). 

Complex social problems re- 
quiring a broad background of 
understanding have led to de- 
gree programs at SiU-SW that 
break down traditional subject 
barriers. ¢ 

The degree programs are 
part of the local university’s 
continuing effort to meet the 
demonstrated needs of society. 

The programs, at both the 
undergraduate and graduate 
levels, reflect philosophies of 
top university academic offici- 
als such as Vice-President and 
Provost Andrew Kochman. 

“There’s a need today for 


interdisciplinary studies . as 
well as studies that follow tra- 
ditional academic or depart- 
mental lines,” Kochman said. 
“We must consider new disci- 
plines, too. 

“T’'m talking about such peo- 
ple as fine arts specialists, 
someone who can do more than 
play an instrument or perform. 
Why not teach people to use 
music as therapy, or teach 
courses leading ‘to specialties 
in museum curatorship or sym- 
phony orchestra management? 

“In nursing, we should 
train not only nurses but. 
also nursing administrators 
and nursing educators. 

“Then there are areas 
like communications spe- 
cialists, human_ service 
workers, behavioral science 
graduates, regional plan- 
ners and others cutting 
across many standard dis- 
ciplines.” 

The bachelor of arts degree 
in human services is one un- 


dergraduate program cutting 
across traditional boundaries 
to create a new discipline. 

The program, begun in Sep- 
tember 1970 under the SIU-SW 
Center for the Study of Crime, 
Delinquency and Corrections, 
currently has an enrollment of 
85 students, with the first 
graduates expected in August. 

“Graduates of the program 
will find employment in a va- 
riety of agencies and _institu- 
tions that provide social and 
rehabilitative services,’ Di- 
rector Robert Gilland said. 

“There are serious shortages 
of personnel in law  enforce- 
ment, corrections, government, 
social welfare and health serv- 
ices. It’s anticipated most of 
these positions will be filled 
during the next 10 years by 
persons who have completed 
four years of college.” 

Gilland said the idea for the 
degree came from agency rep-

Citizens Group 
Seeks Action on 
Dobrey Drainage 


A resolution galling upon the 
East Side Levee and Sanitary 
District to retain a special at- 
torney to acquire the right-of- 
way necessary for construction 
of drainage improvements in 
the Dobrey Slough area has 
been adopted by the Intergov- 
ernmental Citizens Committee, 
an organization . of Nameoki 
Township and northeast Gran- 
ite City residents who are seek- 
ing the improvement. 

Mrs. Helen Hawkins, chair- 
man of the group, said ‘the res- 
olution was adopted in protest 
of long delays in acquisition of 
right-of-way for construction of 
a drainage channel which has 
been planned by the Illinois Di 
vision of Waterways. The proj- 
ect would be financed by the 
state and the levee district. 

Plans for construction of a 
drainage channel from Dobrey 
Slough to Horseshoe Lake were 
initiated two years ago with the 
state agreeing to furnish $110,- 
000 of the cost, estimated -at 
that time at $150,000, The plan 
called for the levee district to 
provide the right-of-way 
through farmland areas south 
of Pontoon Road. 

The district's efforts to obtain 
the easements struck a snag 
when the owners of two tracts 
of lands refused to provide 
right-of-way and the levee dis- 
trict was forced to file con- 
demnation proceedings. Court 
action in the cases has lagged 
and the citizens group has crit- 
icized the levee district for sev- 
eral months delay in filing the 
proceedings 

The resolution points out that 
levee district promises’ to in- 
stall a large culvert at the 
south end of the lake near 
Route 111 to help lower the lake 
level’ in times of heavy rain- 
fall also have not materialized. 

Copies of the resolution were 
sent to the levee district, the 
Nameoki Township Executive 
Truth and Action Committee, 
the Madison County Citizens 
Environmental Council, the In 
tergovernmental Council, Gov 
ernor Richard B, Ogilvie and 
egislators of the area.

Tax Freeze Seen as 
Harmful to Schools 


Illinois Education Association 
Executive Secretary Curtis 
Plott last week charged that 
passage of House Bill 4680 
would create financial disaster 
for a great many Illinois pub- 
blic school districts. 

“Should the bill become law, 
it would freeze school district 
revenue from property taxes, 
resulting ‘in financial strangu- 
lation for a large proportion of 
school districts,’’ Plott as- 
serted. “While it may satisfy 
the pocketbook, the bill consti- 
tutes a serious threat to public 
school education. 

“The proposal is totally un- 
realistic in that the cost of liv- 
ing is increasing from 314% to 
7% a year, while schools would 
have to function at the current 
level of support through 1974,” 
he said. “Suppliers are not 
likely to give school districts a 
break on prices.”

employes - with bachelor de- 
grees and wondered why stu- 
dents could not be prepared 
specifically for work in correc- 
tions, mental health or other 
helping professions. 


Students in the program take 
48 academic credit hours con- 
sisting of four specially de- 
signed courses, each spread out 
over three academic quarters: 
—Orientation to Human Serv- 
ices, an informal seminar fo- 
cusing on the interrelated top- 
ics of poverty, education, em- 
ployment, delinquency, crime, 
health and welfare. The semi- 
nar includes talks with re- 
source persons brought in from 
various agencies and field 
trips to social agencies and in- 
stitutions throughout Illinois 
Metro-East. 

—Field Study in Human Serv- 
ices, in which students spend 
two half-days per week at lo- 
cal agencies such as police de- 
partments, juvenile courts, de- 
tention homes, public schools, 
public aid offices, mental hos- 
pitals and halfway houses. The 
students share their experi- 
ences weekly in a two-hour 
seminar and carry out indi- 
vidualized programs of reading 
and writing in their area of 
field activity. 

—Research in 
ices, focusing on 
search within Illinois §Metro- 
East. Each student conducts 
an individual project with rele- 
vance to a field such as coun- 
seling and testing, criminal be- 
havior, social planning or 
ecology. 

—Practicum in Human Serv- 
ices, taken during the senior 
year, allows a student to prac- 
tice skills acquired during the 
previous three years. The stu- 
dent works in an area agency 
and is expected to take on 
more responsibility than dur- 
ing the field study of the soph- 
omore year. Practicum credit 
can be earned during the sum- 
mer months through full-time 
experiences in social agencies 
The human services degree 
also requires a secondary con- 
centration of 32 credit hours 
in one of 10 fields and several 
additional courses in govern- 
ment and sociology. 

“The courses are conceived 
as a continuing series of ex- 
periences over the four years 
whereby the individual learns 
ways of helping people who 
have problems,”’ Gilland said. 


Another program leading 
to a new degree is the 
bachelor of science in sani- 
tation technology, the only 
such four-year degree pro- 
gram in the country. Under 
the supervision of the SIU- 
SW chemistry department, 
the program has attracted 


Human Serv- 
applied re- 
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21 students since its incep- 

tion in September 1971. 

To achieve the degree, stu- 
dents must take upper-level 
courses in biology, engineering, 
mathematics, physics and 
chemistry as well as 57 aca- 
demic credit hours in specially 
designed sanitation technology 
courses. 

George Hansberry, director 
of the program, said the need 
is pressing: 

“Our usable water supply is 
at a critical low. Some of us 
want to do something about it 
because we see our country’s 
own careless misuse of and 
extravagance with water as 
one example of our earth’s 
total problem. 

“Oil slicks, garbaged 
streams, chemically _ polluted 
and trash-ridden lakes are 
facts of today’s life. Someone 
must do something to correct 
these thoughtless, misdirected 
acts.” 

Hansberry said graduates 
will be able to assist designers 
of wastewater treatment 
plants; operate treatment 
plants and fulfill administra- 
tive responsibilities; enter in- 
dustry as a sales representa- 
tive “in sanitation technology 
areas; or work for state or 
federal environmental _protec- 
tion agencies. 

“Highly interdisciplinary” is 
how John Oldani describes the 
program he directs at SIU-SW 
leading to a bachelor of arts 
degree in American studies. 
Oldani said the program, in- 
volving the humanities, fine 
arts and social science divi- 
sions, currently has 38 students 
working for the degree. 

“We study American cul- 
ture, past and present,” 
Oldani said. ‘‘The roots are 
in American history, lit- 
erature and philosophy, but 
we branch into the fine 
arts, the American char- 
acter, folklore, political sci- 
ence, economics, popular 
culture and other areas. 

“Studying America in 
this broad manner, the stu- 
dent avoids the traditional- 
ly narrow approach of a 
single discipline and is bet- 
ter able to comprehend 
what’s meant by the cul- 
ture and civilizations of 
America.” 

Oldani said the degree can 
prepare students for entry into 
government. service, creative 
writing, library or museum 
work, the law, social work or 
teaching. 

At the graduate level, SIU- 
SW has instituted several in- 
terdisciplinary master’s degree 
programs

The program, begun in 1967, 
has an enrollment of 45. Eng- 
bretson said the goal is for 
students to understand human 
social problems through ex- 
posure to many variables of 
culture, institutions, social 
processes and individual be- 
havior.

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Strip Mining Law 
Draws Flood of 
Permits in State 


By JOAN MURARO

Springfield — Applications for 
strip mining permits are flood- 
ing the Illinois department of 
mines and minerals as the July 
1 effective date of the new 
strip mine control law nears. 

Gene Filer, supervisor “of 
land reclamation, said that_ 
about 100 applications have 
been received and estimated 
that about 140 permits will. be 
issued before the year ends. 

Many mining operation appli- 
cations expected later in the 
year will be for quarries, Filer 
said, which often uncover at 
one time enough area to op- 
erate for two or three years. 
These, he said, probably will 
not apply for a permit until 
they know for sure they will 
actually be stripping new areas 
soon. 

Under the strip mining law, 
the mining group must first 
file a copy of their plans for 
reclaiming the site, after min- 
ing, with the county in which 
the operation will be conducted. 

The county acknowledgement 
that it has received the plan 
must be submitted to the state 
department of mines and min- 
erals along with the permit ap- 
plication, and the county in- 
volved then has 25 days in 
which to notify the department 
whether the plan is  satisfac- 
tory, give notice if not and 
make recommendations, or by 
remaining silent, ‘give ‘consent 
to the proposed reclamation 
plans. 

In some cases, the 25 days 
have passed, and permits have 
been issued, Filer said. In five 
cases where counties have re- 
plied so far, changes have been 
recommended, he said, and in 
one case, the recommendation 
has already been acted on. 

Applicants seeking strip min- 
ing permits pay $50, plus $25 
for each acre affected. In some 
cases, Filer said, permit fees 
run to thousands of dollars for 
a single operation.

Handles are a gold color with 
an enameled design in black, 
green and red.

A. I am advised that your 
flatware probably was made 
after 1891 if the name of the 
Spanish city, Toledo, is marked 
on it (Prior to that date, it 
probably would not have car- 
ried a place of origin. I would 
suggest you take your flatware 
to a competent appraiser for a 
true value of your set. 

Q. I would like to give a 
driftwood finish to an old chest 
I recently bought at a second- 
hand store. 

The current finish is dark 
mahogany and all chippéd and 
knicked up so I have to sand 
it a lot. Could you advise me 
on how to acquire a soft drift- 
wood color? 

A. Here is one way to go 
about the project. First, re- 
move all the old finish down to 
the bare wood. 

Sand surfaces so they are as 
smooth as possible. Mix oil 
based flat gray paint with tur- 
pentine to thin it down some- 
what. 

Start with a cup of paint and 
then with a half-cup of turpen- 
tine. Try the color on the side 
or inside drawer.

“The crises that concerns us most deeply 
are not, typically, matters that can be solved by 
people acting individually.” 

—John W. Gardner in 
“The Recovery of Confidence” 

Kipling: wrote, ‘He travels the fastest who 
travels alone.’ Yet, if one is headed for dis- 
aster, a fast trip isn’t all that desirable. 

Colleges and universities have long es- 
-chewed serious cooperative planning, preferring 
instead to “travel alone.'’ This has led to unpro- 
ductive competition, duplication of efforts and a 
needless waste of resources, both human and 
financial. 


The luxury of absolute autonomy was pos- 
sible, if not commendable, in times of pros- 
perity. 

But institutions of higher learning are now 
in the grips of an unprecedented financial crisis. 
Unless they are willing to put their houses in 
order, they cannot possibly expect to attract 
vital outside support, . 

his message came through loud and clear 
when I directed a national conference series 
called SEARCH. The purpose of the project was 
to involve leaders from all walks of life and 
from various parts of the nation in the formula- 
tion of a national policy on higher education. 

fter conversing with these distinguished 
educators, businessmen, labor representatives, 
legislators and professional men, | am more than 
convinced that the mood of the public is such 
that waste and inefficiency in higher education 
will not be countenanced. 

This is not to say that regional coordina- 
tion will in itself erase the mounting budget def- 
icits of individual institutions. 

But it can help improve the climate of sup- 
port by demonstrating that educators are doing 
all in their power to operate efficiently without 
lowering academic standards. 

Joint research projects, consortia shared 
facilities, reciprocal study programs and other 
concerted efforts may also eventually help turn 
a disjointed collection of institutions into a vi- 
able system of higher education. 

Colleges and universities in the greater St. 
Louis area are making significant strides in that 
direction, I believe, most notably with regards 
to graduate programs. : 

Reciprocal study programs are already in 
existence at several local universities. For ex- 
ample, the departments of philosophy at Wash- 
ington University and St. Louis University each 
have decided strengths which the other lacks. 

Rather than hiring additional professors to 
fill all the gaps on each campus, the two schools 
have entered into an arrangement whereby 
graduate students on one campus may take se- 
lected courses at the sister school. 

Graduate students in history and psychol- 
ogy are enjoying similar opportunities. 

Likewise, the four universities in the metro- 
politan area are working out financial and aca- 
demic details for a proposed biology program 
located at Shaw's Garden, with students and 
faculty coming from the four institutions. 

The Higher Education Coordinating Coun- 
cil here has set up a special committee, with 
representatives from Saint Louis University, 
Washington University at Normandy, Southern 
IHinois University-Southwestern and the St.

come under review, especially the costly and 
unnecessary duplication of specialized collec- 
tions. i 

Because of the current financial depression 
in Academe, colleges and universities are at last 
willing to work together in these and other areas 
of common interest and concern. At least in this 
respect, the economic crisis has been a blessing 
in disguise. 


Big Fireworks Displays Enough, Youngsters 
Should Be Spared Needless Maiming, Death 


While “good news” far exceeds “‘bad 
news” in the Press-Record, from time to time 
we have the sad duty to report such occurrences 
as that of June 14, when two pre-teenage Gran- 
ite City boys were hospitalized with severe leg 
burns suffered while playing with ‘‘snake bomb” 
fireworks doused with gasoline. Skin graft op- 
erations were performed on them Thursday. 

With the Fourth of July approaching, there 
is the real danger of more such injuries. 

We recall in our youth when deaths, blind- 
ings and maimings were common each June and 
July. A fireworks crackdown resulted but lately 
has been eased. 

Surely, stricter limitations ought to be im- 
posed by parents against fireworks “fun,” per- 
haps harming youngsters’ morale but saving 
their health so that they can enjoy not just this 
Independence Day but also holidays and non- 
holidays for many future years. 

There are plenty of large, public pyro- 
technic displays at parks and drive-in theaters 
during the first week of July. These supervised 
detonations are much more spectacular, any- 
way, and ought to be enough to satisfy even the 
most avid fireworks enthusiasts. 


Decision on Junior College Not Difficult 
After a Study Is Made of Costs, Services 


The plan to make a detailed study of pos- 
sible junior college alternatives facing the Quad- 
Cities is a sound approach. Once all the facts 
are known and considered, local voters should 
have no difficulty in deciding what course of ac- 
tion to take. 

Cost factors will be important along with 
the variety and depth of the curriculum, the 
quantity and quality of vocational instruction, 
the location at which services are to be provided

Comic books are taking a 
new direction and . becoming 
more contemporary and rele- 
vant to the problems facing 
the current generation, in case 
you hadn’t noticed lately.

This is a radical departure 
from the days when most 
comics héroes encountered 
monsters from outer space, 
super-villains ‘and mad _ scien- 
tists. 

The “comic’’ problems of to- 
day are civil rights, poverty 
and pollution from without; 
alienation and self-doubt from 
within: The super-heroes are 
involved in all of these and 
more. ’ 

The comics’ leading men’s 
entire life styles and thought 
processes are changing. Dis- 
cussing the changes, one ar- 
ticle notes: 

“Superman, he of the im- 
pervious body, finds him- 
self in a slum where kids 
have fire hydrants instead 
of swimming pools and 

ute dumps instead of play- 


“ ‘Could you survive in 
this jungle without your 
super-powers?’, he’s asked 
by a resident. Superman 
wonders, and so begins a 
social conscience.” 

In another episode, ‘The 
Man of Steel’? ponders on his 
existence. “I’m Superman. The 
wealth of the world is at my 
command. I have powers be- 
yond the dreams of mere 
mortals. 

“Yes, I'm the man who has 
everything! But what wouldn't 
I give to have a son like Dan!” 
So the pangs of alienation be- 
gin to set in. 

For Batman and Robin, there 
are changes, too. 

Batman has_ shuttered the 
Bat Cave and his suburban 
estate to move to the city to 
fight pollution, poverty and 
people who profit by exploit- 
ing the poor and the weak. 

Robin is going to 
where he soon will be involved 
in campus problems, civil 
rights and peaceful dissent. 

Green Arrow, “the tech- 
nological Robin Hood of 
the comic books,” and 

Green Lantern, “the ray- 

slinger,” were challenged 

in a recent issue by a man

on other planets in behalf 
of blue men, orange men 
and purple men: “I want 
to know why you never 
bothered to help red, yellow 
and black men 
Stunned and awakened, 
the green-clad duo take off 
in a dump truck on an 
Easy Rider-type tour of the 
country to deal with some 
of the moral issues facing 
the nation. 
And the list grows. Won- 
der Woman and Lois Lane 
have become involved with 
“women’s lib” in their own 
lives. 
Superman’s pal, Jimmy 
Olsen, a “cub reporter” 
for 30 years, has battled 
slumlords in ghetto areas. 
Indicating that these new 
approaches are not random, 
single-episode departures from 
the norm, but new directions, 
Carmine Infantino, ed'torial di- 
rector of DC Comics, acknowl- 
edges the change and credits 
it to the growing sophistication 
of the comics audience. 

Says Infantino: “The read- 
ers of comics have changed.

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aware and too educated to be 
Satisfied with a constant flow 
of escapism. We must continue 
to progress in our books if we 
are to remain successful. 

“Our audience demands 
more relevant material in 
comic books and we are giving 
it to them as Superman, Bat- 
man, Green Lantern, Wonder 
Woman and the others become 
involved in the very real prob- 
Jems of today’s world. 

“The success of our moderni- 
zation and relevancy’ program 
can be judged by the sale of 
300 million comic books last 
year and by the continuing up- 
surge in interest in such pub-

Can Mere Man Master and Balance Federal Budget?

At one point in testimony be- 
fore the House Ways and Means 
Committee, Assistant Treasury 
Secretary ‘Charles E. Walker 
packed a lot in a few words. 

“We can and must prove,” 
he said, ‘‘that man, is the mas- 
ter of the federal budget—that 
the spending restraint neces- 
sary to guard against the re- 
turn of demand inflation can 
be exercised.” 

It was a tacit admission 
that even at the highest 
level of government, the 
federal budget is being 

red as a creature with 

a will of its own. 

That mere mortals can 
control it, as Mr. Walker 
observes, is a point that still 
must be proved. 

Congress and the Adminis- 
tration have been subscribing 
to the view that federal bor- 
rowing to cover budget deficits 
is beneficial in spurring a lag- 
gard economy. 

To use the budget in this way, 
however, requires a degree of 
fiscal control that seems to be 
missing in Washington. 

The Administration has told 
Congress it does not need a $30 
billion increase in the federal 
debt ceiling, after all. 

A $15 billion increase is 
enough. 

The budget deficit this fiscal 
year will be closer to $26 bil- 
lion than the $38.8 billion antici- 
pated six months ago. 

That would be good news 
if it reflected a genuine ef- 
fort to achieve restraint in 
federal spending. 

However, the “‘savings’’ 
actually result from over- 
withholding of personal in- 
come tax, as well as from a 
rate of economic recovery 
which is increasing the take 
from corporate taxes—and 
from the fact that Congress 
has not enacted such pro- 
grams as revenue sharing 
which were calculated in 
the original budget esti- 
mate. 

What all this means is that 
the $27 billion deficit projected 
for the 1972-73 fiscal year may 
have to be revised sharply up- 
ward. 

There will be pressure to put 
spending programs delayed 
during the current fiscal year 
into the budget for the coming 
year. 

Moreover, the extra money 
now being collected in over- 
withholding will have to be re- 
funded to taxpayers next spring 
—a double liability in the sense 
that it will be a red-ink item 
in the new budget and will feed 
inflation with big lump-sum 
payments to consumers. 

The prospect, then, is for a 
towering budget deficit in the 
coming fiscal year —a_ periad 
which all signs indicate will be 
one of brisk economic recovery. 

This is the time to re 
member that the Keynesian 
theory calling for budget 
deficits to stimulate a slug- 
gish economy also provides 
that there be budget sur- 
pluses when the economy is 
generating its own head of 
steam. 

If the government cannot 
prove that “man is the master 
of the federal budget” in the 
months ahead, no theory in the 
world can save the country 
from a serious surge of infla- 


tionary pressure—at the very 
time ‘we are looking for the 
stability that would permit a 


relaxation of the wage and 
price controls presently im- 
posed on the economy,

think arbitration can settle 
difficulties between nations if 
they will adopt that plan. 

The difficulty between the 
U. S. and Great Britain regard- 
ing the boundary line between 
the United States and British 
Columbia was settled by arbi- 
tration. 

The difference between the 
two nations was so great that 
in the U. S. there was a cry, 
“54-40 or fight!’ The case was 
settled in Geneva, Switzerland, 
by the emperor of Germany. 

The remissness of Great Brit- 
ain in allowing Confederate 
cruisers, built in England, to 
sail from her ports led to a 
claim by the U. S. following the 
Civil War. Because the Alaba- 
ma was the principal ship, it 
was termed the “Alabama 
Claims.” 

The difficulty was settled by 
arbitration in 1871; the U. S. 
was awarded $15,000,000. The 
feeling had been almost war- 
like. 

The Bering Sea dispute was 
settled by arbitration satisfac- 
tory to the U. S. in 1893. 

The dispute between Great 
Britain's Guiana and Venezu- 
ela over a boundary was set- 
tled by arbitration at the in- 
sistence of the U. S. 

Arbitration is a most desir- 
able substitute for war — with 
definite advantage and profit to 
all nations. 

If all the wars of the past 
had been settled by this meth- 
od, what a saving of life and 
property that would have been, 
accompanied by a tremendous 
development of brotherhood. 

Probably capital and labor 
can settle the greater part of 
their differences, where mutual 
agreement cannot be obtained, 
by arbitration. Much suffering 
and financial loss would be 
avoided. 

Suppose the Civil War differ- 
ences ‘could have been arbitra- 
ted; what a great victory that 
would have been!

New Speaker of 
House Is Likely

Springfield — Bob Blair is 

fighting for his job. 

He may already have lost it. 

Predictions are being freely 
made beneath the Statehouse 
Dome that, regardless of what 
happens in the November elec- 
tion, W. Robert Blair, 41, a 
Park Forest Republican, will 
not be re-elected Speaker of the 
Illinois House when the new 
legislature convenes next Jan- 
uary. 

Republicans controlled the 
current House by a mere 
three votes when the 77th 
General Assembly opened 
in January 1971 and it is 
possible that- Democrats 
will have the majority next 
year. 

But even if. the GOP still 
retains control, a change in 
House leaders appears prob- 
able. 

The skids already are be- 
ing greased for Blair. And 
some intricate political 
maneuvering is producing a 
likely successors 
He is the present House Ma- 

jority Leader Henry J. Hyde, 
a previous rival to Blair for the 
speakership. 

Although popular with House 
colleagues, Hyde apparently 
could not match this with vot- 
ers in Chicago District 16, los- 
ing out in the primary, 

His legislative career is about 
to be rescued through the office 
of well-liked Chicago legislator 
Peter J. Miller of the neighbor- 
ing 15th House District. 

“Pete” has volunteered to 
step aside after the current ses- 
sion to provide an opening for 
Hyde, who presumably would 
be elected in the new district 
without too much difficulty. 

Then, goes the script, Hyde 
would be chosen as speaker 
next year if Republicans keep 
control of the House. A lot could 
happen between now and then, 
but that’s the view from the 
Capitol. 

Blair—a fighter, if he is any- 
thing, and a stubborn one at 
that—can be expected to battle 
Rard to retain the prestigious 
post. 

But his over-riding tactics at 
this spring-summer session may 
well have spelled his doom. * 

Legislative Republicans are 
blaming Blair for the fiasco of 
the proposed $990,000 remodel- 
ing of the House chambers, in- 
cluding a bullet-proof glass wall 
plus drapes for additional pri- 
vacy. 

In a last-ditch effort to 
stave off the mounting de- 
bacle, Blair cut back sharp- 
ly on the remodeling pro- 
posal, including capitulation 
to the press on the issue of 
reporters remaining in the 
traditional galleries flank- 
ing the Speaker’s rostrum. 

Illinois legislators are still 
irritated over what they be- 
lieve was exceptionally poor 
judgment in subjecting 
them to grassroots criticism 
for wastefullness and vanity 
in an election year when a 
protest and “anti? tide is 
clearly running. 

Blair’s personality has never 
been one to please Dale Car- 
negie. 

But, this session, he appears 
to have set new records in 
alienating people — including 
his fellow House members. 

Blair lost more points in the 
silly feud marked by his order- 
ing of several senators off the 
House floor. 

Veteran lawmakers consider 
the whole matter incredible and 
insist it could not have hap- 
pened under some previous 
speakers. Earlier speakers in- 
cluded Ralph T. Smith of Alton, 
a native Granite Cityan, who 
later served as U. S. Senator, 

There are many who want a 
return of calmness and cool to 
the Speaker’s rostrum. 

Blair has been a forceful 
Speaker and has. certainly 
worked hard at the job. 

There is disagreement as to 
whether he has been an asset 
or a hindrance to Republican 
Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie and his 
legislative program.

Revised ‘Action Goals" ~ 
For Education Drafted 


By JOANNE 
Copley News S 

Springfield. — A f.t e r. nine 
months of ‘gestation Michael 
Bakalis’ state education office 
has come out -with a revised 
draft of ‘‘Action Goals for’ the 
1970s’’,.a booklet the office first 
put out last fall. 

The book is a statement of 
priorities and action proposals 
for improving public schools in 
Illinois in the next decade. 

Addressing itself to a broad 
range of educational issues 
from integration to.the composi- 
tion of school boards to experi- 
mental schooling methods, the 
book is a hybrid of Supt. Bak- 
alis’ own ideas, suggestions 
from the public and work by 
Bakalis’ staff. 

The booklet was hashed over 
one weekend in late September 
in Chicago, by about a thousand 
people who attended what Bak- 
alis called “the first statewide 
educational conference.” 

The conference was preceded 
by six public hearings in vary- 
ing locations across the state, 
and was followed by two con- 
ferences (in February) drawing 
further suggestions from. citi- 
zens advisory councils. 

Despite the citizen participa- 
tion, skeptics accused Bakalis 
of trying to take power away 
from the local and centralize it 
in the state office. 

In the introduction to the re- 
vised goals, Bakalis ‘counters 


TY! the charge with a strong state- 


ment, “The overriding goal of 
‘Action goals’ is to provide an 
action agenda which can 
strengthen local capability to 
deal with the education chal- 
lenges of this decade.” 

He says the state office will 
be only a “mechanism for con- 
tinuous discussion of education- 
al renewal effort.’’ 

As for content of the goals 
booklet, in both original and re- 
vised versions it’s highly ideal- 
istic and ambitious. 

The equal educational oppor- 
tunity section, for example. In 
the first version, it called point- 
blank for elimination of _pat- 
terns of segregation by 1974 and 
reevaluation of’ state aid and 
recognition for local districts if 
progress on desegregation were 
not satisfactory.

State Farmers 
Take Advantage 
Of License Plates

Springfield — Illinois farmers 
have been quick to take Secre- 
tary of State John W. Lewis up 
on the new special | license 
plates for certain farm trucks 
and trailers. 

About 6,000 sets of the spe- 
cial plates have been mailed 
out, and another 1,000 applica- 
tions are being processed, ac- 
cording to John Nelson, man- 
ager of the registration divi- 
sion of the secretary’s Bureau 
of Motor Vehicles. 

Farmers have been applying 
for the plates since April and 
the rush is now over, Nelson 
said. The plates will be effec- 
tive from July 1 to June 30, 
1973, farmers have been able 
to disptay the plates since June 
1 


The new system, made pos- 

sible by a bill passed last year, 
benefits farmers who previous- 
ly licensed vehicles under the 
mileage weight plan but accum- 
mulated a low number of miles 
in a year. It also eliminates the 
need’ for submitting quarterly 
mileage reports and | posting 
bond. 
Fees for the special plates 
are about 60% of the annual 
flat weight tax fees and) at least 
as low as total fees paid under 
the mileage-weight system. 

The new option is limited to 
two trucks and two trailers per 
owner, not-for-hire vehicles for 
the owner’s own agricultural, 
horticultural or livestock rais- 
ing operation, or for-hire ve- 
hicles used only for transport- 
ing seasonal fresh, perishable 
fruit or vegetables from farm 
to the point of first prpcessing 
operations. 

It applies to farm| trucks 
ranging from 16,000 to 59,000 
pounds (with fees ranging from 
$100 to $710) and for trailers in 
four weight classifications up to 
36,000 pounds (with fees from 
$40 to $436).

Every year thousands reach 
that pinnacle in their lives 
where they must or want to — 
lay down, the tools of their pro- 
fession or trade and launch a 
new career—that of happy re- 
tirement. 

But it isn’t that simple. With- 
out careful planning’ ahead of 
time, the garden of retirement 
can turn out to ‘have more 
thorns than roses, Too often the 
same people who planned their 
lives carefully all through the 
active years somehow neglect- 
ed to look ahead to those on 
the other side of the hill. 

Eve and Joe Sugden had this 
in mind when the wrote a sin- 
gularly different account of 
their three “retirements.” 
World War II ended the Sug- 
dens’ first retirement, and a 
state government job in New 
‘York Gov. Averill Harriman’s 
administration closed out the 
second. Then the Sugdens be- 
came authors, at least long 
enough to write this informa- 
‘tive book on how to grow old 
gracefully. So now they’re in a 
third retirement, but don’t 
count on it to last. 

In the prologue to their book 
the Sugdens write what really 
is the nub of all this talk about 
getting ready to retire: 

“For the records: we have 
concluded that if you want such 
status, you had better plan on 
creating it from the beginning 
and for yourself, to fit your own 
special desires and needs.” 

“Enjoy Retirement’ spells 
out the hits, runs and errors 
scored by the Sugden team in 
its quest for a proper retire- 
ment environment, and it 
should help others headed in 
the same direction. 

In “Age Without Fear,’’ 
Charles Degen comes out of re- 
tirement as a former director 
of health and safety for New 
York City’s vocational high 
schools. He cautions other re- 
tiree’s to “get up and get busy. 
Do something.” 

Then the author demonstrates 
how anyone can overthrow the 
fear of growing old merely by 
facing up to its problems, then 
go on to more years of produc- 
tive living, no matter what the 
field. 

To push home his point, 
Degen cites examples from the 
lives of such distinguished citi- 
zens of the world as Winston 
Churchill, Clara Barton, Pablo 
Casals, Bertrand Russell, Grand- 
ma Moses, Robert Frost, Elea- 
nor Roosevelt and another 
Pablo — Picasso. 

Truly, if you are about ready 
to retire, these two books will 
give you the names and num- 
bers of all the: players and how 
to succed in retirement — 
to succeed in retirement — with:

New Field in Education

Springfield—In an age of spe- 
cialists, the Illinois superinten- 
dent of public instruction has 
come up with a new one—a 
group of educators whose spe- 
cialty is being ‘“generalists.”” 

Michael Stramaglia, assistant 
superintendent for elementary 
and secondary education, said 
four or five generalists will be 
hired, as part of his office’s 
new thrust” in curricula devel- 
dpment in the state’s schools. 

Other aspects of the proposed 
program will be a pilot study 
starting next September in 18 
districts, under which the dis- 
tricts themselves will decide 
what they want to be evaluated 
on; greater emphasis on use of 
media centers in the school; 
emphasis on more individualiz- 
ed education of the child, and 
a change in workshop staffing 
procedures which Stramaglia 
estimates will save the state 
some $100,000 next year. 

In the past Stramaglia said, 
the department contracted with 
persons outside the department 
to conduct workshops and in- 
service training programs, 
which now will be handled by 
department personnel 

Only exceptions, he said, will 
be perhaps 5% of the total, 
where the department does not 
have enough staff members 
with sufficient expertise to con- 
duct programs in certain sub- 
ject areas.

Because of the broad range 
of their backgrounds and expe- 
rience, Stramaglia said, the 
generalists will be able to see 
where relationships do or should 
exist between subjects, such as 
English and history, social 
studies and art, or conservation 
education and science. 


Under revised approaches 
adopted by the office of Michael 
Bakalis, superintendent of pub- 
lic instruction, are the encour- 
agement of assessments of local 
educational needs, promotion of 
cooperative planning at all lev- 
els, and emphasizing and pro- 
motion of individualized learn- 
ing at all school levels, Strama- 
glia said. This can only be ac- 
complished, he added, by co- 
operation ‘between the local 
community, the school district 
and OSPI.
